SLAVE LABOUR AND FREE LABOUR. 


As far as we have ever been able to understand Mr Gladstone’s 
arguments In meee of a differential rate of duty between sugar, 
the produce of slave-labour and free-labour, they may be divided 
into two heads. First—it has been contended that the imposition 
of such duties would have a tendenc y to discourage slavery and 
the slave trade, by proscribing the consumption of the produc e of 
slave-labour, in this country; while the introduction of free- 
labour sugar to a market at “all times insu ficiently supplied with 
that commodity, would secure for it a higher price them slave- 
grown sugar would command in the markets of the world, and 
would thus act as an encouragement and stimulus to the extension 
of free-labour cultivation ; or, in other words, the consumer in 
England is called upon to give a bounty, in the form of a higher 
price, to the producers of sugar by free-labour, or to those who, 
employing slave-labour, happen to have treaties with us, which 
entitle them to the terms of “the most favoured nations,” in the 
introduction of their produce. And, 

Secondly—that, confining the introduction of foreign sugar to 

that of free-labour, at a low differential duty, subjects the colonial 
producers only to a limited and modified competition ; which, if 
the same privileges were granted to all sugars, would be much 
more severe. 
On the first ground, it is manifest that there is no reason why 
this principle should be applied to slave-grown sugar, any more 
than to slave-grown cotton, coffee, or tobacco—of which the 
chief consumption of this country consists. It is manifest that, as 
a discouragement to slavery and the traffic in slaves, it would be 
equally incumbent upon us to proscribe the consumption of the 
cotton and rice of the United States, and of the coffee of Brazil, 
as of the sugar of the latter country, and of Cuba. A _ preference 
given to the coffee of Java, produced by free-labour, should act as 
much asa stimulant to increased production, as the same stimulant 
extended to the sugar of Java. 

But, in order to get rid of this obvious inconsistency, Mr Glad- 
stone associated the second reason with the first, contending that, as 
it was in the cultivation of sugar mainly that our colonists were 
placed under disabilities, by the change which had taken place by 
the emancipation of their slaves, it was therefore but right to ex- 
tend to them an amount of protection with respect to that article 
against slave labour to which they could not, on any general prin- 
ciple, lay claim as against free labour. This was descending alto- 
gether from the high moral ground, and placing the policy only on 
one of a modified or limited competition, the vy alue of which must 


ons 


rice, 


depend entirely upon questions of fact. 


If the exclusion of slave-labour sugar were based only upon a 
point of conscientious scruple against its use, then we are free to 
might be the result of our efforts—whether 
successful in depriving slave-grown sugar or not of any incidental 
advantage which might accrue to it by our admission of the pro- 
duce of free labour—any failure of the result expected would con. 
stitute no good reason for abandoning the principle. But then, 
in that case, and with such persons, it would be as imperative an 
obligation to refuse the use of cotton, rice, and tobacco, as that 
of sugar. Conscience could not distinguish between the one and 
the other; and, moreover, the same scruples which precluded the 
introduction of such produce at a /ow duty, should preclude it at 
any duty. ‘This, therefore, is not the ground on which the policy 
of our present law is based; and it is herein that we always think 
that those philanthropists err who lend themselves to the support 
of this distinction in the sugar duties, which is obviously intended 
only to confer on the colonists a more limited and modified com- 
petition than they would be otherwise exposed to. We must, 
therefore, abandon the question as one of principle, and consider 
it merely as one of expediency and right between the consumer at 
home and the producer in the colonies. 

Putting aside altogether the policy of protection to the Colonies, 
at this moment, it is obvious that the whole value of the distinc- 
tion, whether viewed as a discouragement to slavery, an encour- 
agement to free-labour, or as conferring a modifie dc ompetition 
only on the colonists, must depend on questions of fact. All 
must depend upon whether the free-labour which is brought into 
competition with our colonies is of itself cheaper or dearer than 
the slave labour which is excluded, and whether the produce of 
that free-labour is sufficiently large to fill up any deficiency which 
may exist in our supplies, and leave a surplus still to be sold in 
the common markets of the world. Unless wecan show that the 
slave-labour which is excluded from the competition with our 
colonies is cheaper than the free-labour which is admitted into 
that competition—unless we can show that, by the operation of 
this distinction, the sugar produced by slave- labour is placed at 
a disadvantage in its sale, compared with that of free-labour, 
then is it obvious that the distinctions can neither act as a dis- 
couragement to slavery, an encouragement to free-labour, or as 
a modified competition to the West Indian planter. When this 
distinction was first proposed to be adopted as a principle of 
our law, in 1844, and in the discussions which followed, 
we contended that in all these respects it would be futile and of 
no effect for the intended objects. The present singular condition 
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of the sugar market, and the near approach of the discussion on 
the sugar question, in which the distinction must bear a couspicu- 
ous part, render ic desirable that we should now reconsider the 
arguments which we then advanced, especially for the purpose of 
explaining the grounds of an apparent refutation of them by the 
present relative state of the prices of foreign free and slave-labour 
sugar. 

The distinction which we have established between slave-labour 
sugar and free-labour sugar may be said essentially to be one be- 
tween the Sugars of Cuba and Br: azil, and those of Java and 
Manilla. These are the only countries to any extent affected by 
the distinction. The first question, then, for ‘the West Indian is, 
is the free-labour of Java a less severe competition than the slave- 
labour of Cuba or Brazil? The only, and the most satisfactory, 
way in which that question cau be decided, is, to ascertain what 
has been the result of the open competition which has now for 
many years been carried on between these two countries. Java 
and C have, for many years, competed fairly with each other 
in the open markets of the world; and even in Holland no advan- 
tage of any kind has been given to the produce of Java over that 
of Cuba and Brazil. Has Java been able to sustain that competi- 
tion? The progress of its production is the best test. By official 

s of the quantity of sugar produced in Java since 1826, we

Stull, this strong fact is not alone conclusive that such a limit to 


compe tition would be altogether useless to the West Indies; for, if 
the whole quantity of sugar produced by free-labour, and which could 
be made available fur this market, were really less than our entire 
demand, the privilege thus afforded to free-labour sugar might raise 
its price to the producer, just in proportion as the whole supply to 
including free-labour produce, fell short of the whole 
demand. ‘The whole question, therefore, resolves itself into one, of 
the quanti:y capable of being furnished to this country, at the lower 
duty chargeable upon free-labour sugar. ‘The largest consumption

ever known, of sugar in this country, was that of last year, whe nit 
reached nearly 245,000 tons; of which only 3,900 tons consisted of 
foreign free-labour sugar, oad the remainder of colonia’. The supply 


s also 245,000 tons ; and this year, allowing 
for a defective crop in ae West Indies, it is estimated at 235,000 
tons. It would be difficult to conceive that any ordinary circum- 
stance could now reduce the crops of colonial sugar below 230,000

disposed of in the markets of the world in common with the slave 
produce of Brazil and Cuba, it would be impossible to establish a 
higher price foi the 30,009 tons required for this market than for the

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sugar of Java is subjected to many peculiar restrictions placed upon 
it by the Government and Trading C ompany of Holland, which, under 
any circumstances, will require some time to be modified, in order 
that a large portion of it should be sent to this market. There is, 
however, no absolute reason why it should not. Let the advantage 
be plain, and the arr: ingements existing between the Governme nt 
and the Trading Company interpose no absolute hindrance. But 
what have been the circumstances which have hitherto existed 
which were calculated to furnish a motive to the Dutch to send any 
considerable portion of their produce to this market? During the 
whole of a year, while our supplies were abundant from our own 
colonies, the price of sugar here would not admit of that from Java 
paying the duty of 23s 4d. It consequently sold for the same price 
as slave-grown sugar; and both kinds were, without any distinction, 
re-shipped for continental use. As long as that state of the market 
lasted, there was no inducement for the Dutch Government to make 
any arrangements in the autumn of last year, to direct a larger por- 
tion of the sugar of Java, which is now in the course of arrival, to the 
English market. On the contrary, the relative position of prices 
offered rather an inducement to order it to be shipped to Holland. The 
largest crop ever produced in Java is, therefore, now in the course 
of ‘arrival in that country; but being without the certificate of 
origin required by our law, it cannot, even before entering port, 
be diverted here; and when landed, the additional difficulty 
of our navigation laws, which prohibit the import of any such 
duce, from a European port, interposes to prevent the supply iain 
ing to ouraid. The Dutch government has announced one sale of 
nearly 20,000 tons of this free-labour sugar, to take place in Holland 
on the 25th of June. Four hundred thousand cwls of sugar will be 
sold in Holland at 9s to 10s per ewt below the price whic hit is worth 
in this market at this moment, and that sugar is precisely what would 
be, but for the accident of its being imported without the needful 
certificate. and of its being landed in Lolland, available for this 
market under Mr Gladstone’s prince iple. ‘The quantity in this sale 
alone, introduced into this market, would equalise the price between 
slave-labour and free-labour sugar in one day. The ac 
success of Mr Gladstone's thec ory, re quire s the ald, first of the Java 
sugar having been shipped without certificate, and, secondly, of the 
interposition of our navigation laws to give it the apparent temporary

success which it now has. But ean it be supposed that in future, 
if this principle be persevered in, such an anchie nt would not be 
avoided? It is too easily done to make that possible. ‘The Duteh 
government may order all their sugar to be shipped with certifi- 
cates, and on arrival in the channel to receive orders whether to 
proceed to London or to Holland. They will then have a choice 
of the markets, by the easiest possible arrangement, as is at present 
done every day with Brazilian and Cub in cargoes; and, we ae 
it, we speak advised! y when we say that no arrangement existin; 
betwee n the government and the trading company can prevent ooh 
a plan. 

It is plain, therefore, that the present success of Mr Gladstone's 
theory is purely accidental, arising out of the large supply of colonial | 
sngar last year, which reduced the price of free-labour foreign below 
the level of the Continent, and the failure of the crop in the West 


Indies this year, without any provision having been made for a Jarger

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of subsistence,” and, of course, requires all the art and skill and 
the industry and energy of that population, to procure a sufficient 
supply of food. Lord Ripon laid down that as the basis of his 
reasoning. He said, entirely overlooking Mr D'Israecli, “ it is an 
“ axiom that nobody disputes.” Now, Lord Stanley adopted the 
opposite principle, and contended, like Mr D'Israeli, at great 
length, that the demand for food, and the competition to obtain it, 
would increase the supply and lower the price. It may be con- 
sidered, therefore, that the fundamental difference of principle be- 
tween the protectionists and the free-traders is, that the former 
maintain the Godwin doctrine of an indefinite production of food, 
to supp!y the wants of mankind as the race multiply, and the 
latter maintain the Malthus doctrine of supply being below and 
unequal to the demand, and that labour and skill must be con- 
tinually excited and extended to keep the people from starving, 
The protectionists’ doctrine is probably tne most popular, but at 
periods of dearth they may, perchance, have to pay with some- 
thing dearer than land and power for teaching the people that 
food will be abundant and cheap as the demand for it increases. 
Stanley and D’Israeli agree, and the basis of their agreement is, 
that population does not press on the limits of subsistencé, 

On his own principle the noble lord could assert with incon- 
ceivable self-satisfaction that “the increase of produce in our own 
country is keeping pace with the increase of population.” “ Itis 
“quite equivalent,” the noble lord asserted, “to the demands 
“of the country,” let us substitute the demands of the people, 
quite equivalent, therefore, to the increase of the population, That 
the increase of food grown at home has been pretty nearly equal 
to the actual increase of the people, except so far as each one may 
have been contented with a smaller share, may be admitted, since 
there has been a law in existence to prevent them baving much 
more food than was grown at home. On the Malthnsian theory 
the law has successively,in such periods as 1888—1842, starved 
down the population pretty nearly to the quantity of food grown 
at home. On the anti-Malthusian theory of Lord Stanley, there 
has been at all times a prodigious abundance, and that the popu- 
lation had no more to eat in 1838—1842 was because they did not 
demand and require any more. When Lord Stanley is Prime 
Minister, and Mr D'Isracli President of the Board of Trade, the 
country will be admirably governed on the Godwinian principle, 
and the people be fuily assured, if they again eat nettles or again 
“eclemm’’—the Lancashire word for starving—it is their own fault 
for not demanding and requiring, and perhaps for not seizing more 
food. The corn laws starve the people down in scarce years 
to the limited supply of corn grown at home, and on the abund- 
ance of plentiful years, in relation to the thinned ranks of the 
multitude, 
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too, his own example before him. 
a person of great eloquence. Through a 


lone life he has been 


eminent as an orator, and though he still speaks frequently and 
well, the noble and learned lord is neither trusted nor honoured. 
Lord Stanley has no power to ve off free trade, nor Lord 
Brougham to secure the supremacy of the landlords in Ireland. 


Yet with these examples before him of the insuiliciency of elo- 
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quence to gain confidence and influence in the march of public 
affairs, the noble lord complimented the young protectionists 
who have suddenly emerged into oratory from the obscurity of 
the back benches of the House of Commons, as if a huge mass 
of verbosity and fallacies could alter the course of the world. The 
talents which the late debates are said to have evoked seem to us, 
rather than the power which saves, only a 
“ Gilded halo hovering round decay — 
The farewell beam of glory passed away.” 

The decay of the aristocracy was a fit subject for a mournful 
requiem rather than for the noble lord’s eulogy. There is no 
field in which Lord G. Bentinck andjhis like can labour, which 
will restore them to the place their ancestors occupied in the pub- 
lic esteem. ‘Too long have they thwarted the public prosperity ; 
too long have they, for the paltriest pecuniary considerations, 
cramped our commerce, limited our industry, and degraded the 
people, to be ever again honoured as the guides and leaders of the 
nation. The greater the talents that are now enlisted to defend 
monopoly, the more shall we be on our guard to resist and re- 
pel it.

Mr Smith, in his letter, refers to the railway he has made in Jamaica, 
and exultingly speaks of how he secure d labour. I most readily 
admit that the ac tivity, intelligence, and persevernnce shown by the 
Messrs Smith in the construction of the railway from Kingston to 
sag Town is great indeed; but when we talk of railways in Eng- 
land, Sir, we imagine mountains pierced, rocks rent, vast embank- 
ments, deep cuttings, &c. 

The railway from Kingston to Spanish Town is on nearly a dead 
level, and not, I believe, twelve miles long. The act authorising its 
construction was passed 15th December 1843 3, and in 23 months after 
it was cpenod. 

Whilst talking of the railway, I would just ask, Why, if labour is 
so plentiful and cheap in Jamaica, did Mr Smith take out some, if I 
mistake not, 50 or 60 “ naveys” and others from England to construct 
| his line. 

The whole tenor of Mr Smith’s letter of 2d May is to rather insi- 
nuate than prove there is a sufficiency of labour in Jamaica; the evi- 
dence given before a committee of the House of Commons, every 
letter from the employers of the labourers in the island, so notor iously 
| prove the contrary, I will not waste your time by breaking this fly 
| upon the wheel. 

I would, thongh, call your attention to his remarks on one of the 
| the remedies for a lack of labour, and a very natural remedy—the 
| introduction of fresh labourers, and particularly hill — , 
| Mr Smith, adopting the jargon of a party, calls the ntrodnction of 
hill coolies into Jamaica “a modified species of slave trade. Let us 
| consider, for moment, what the introduction of hill coolies into 
Jamaica really is. The island of Jamaica, true to the principles of 
| the British constitution, has a parliament of her own. In fact, under 
the dominion of the imperial legislature, the Jamaica people govern 
themselves. The legislature of the island knows labourers are needed 
there, and votes sums of money to bring those labourers to the island 
free of cost to the poor people. Her M: ujesty’s'governme nt approves 
of the means taken by the island government to increase the popula- 
tion; nay more, appoints English government officers to superintend 
the embarking and conducting of the poor people to thei ir future 
| homes; and this Mr Smith calls “am dified species of slave trade.” 
Why, Sir, then we a set of slaves altogether, and we sell the 
denizens of England into slavery ; for New South Wales has a legis- 
lature of her own, wants labourers, votes money, gives labourers tree 
| passages to New South Wales, under, I m: Ly literally say, almost 
| the same regulations that the Jamaica legislature gives free passages

When will 
this cant end? When shall we cease to turn an unpitying eye upon 
the miserics of our own flesh and blood, I mav say, and reserve all 


ourers who go in each instance, and what do they 


our sympathies for some fancied sufferer in a distant land ? 
And what benefit, in each instance, does the labourer get 
by the change? I need not say what too many of our labourers 


are at home, and I, perhaps, need hardly add, honest industry is well 
rewarded in Australia.

A TUNNEL UNDER GRE+NWICH Park.—It has been determined by the di- 
rectors of the South Eastern railway company to pull down the Greenwich ter- 


minus, the railway tavern (known as the Prince of Orange), together with seve- 
ral shops and newly-erected dwelling houses adjoining, and to erect a splendid 
terminus on Croom’s hill in its stead, alongside one of the smaller entrances inte 
the park. The new tunnel will commence at the Creek bridge, which separates 
Greenwich from Deptford, and continue under the town of Greenwich, the lower 
part of the park next Greenwich Naval School, Maize hill, onward by the back 
of the union workhouse in the Woolwich road.

Wak WITH Mexico.—The royal mail steam ship Cambria, Captain C. H. 
FE. Judkins, which left Boston on the 16th inst, and Halifax on the 18th, ar- 
rived in the Mersey on Thursday afternoon. She brings New York papers to 
the evening of the 15th. The President has proclaimed that “ by the act of the 
republic of Mexico, a state of war exisis between that Government and the 
United States.”

“ On Thursday, the 23rd ult, General Taylor received information that a body of the 
Mexican army had crossed to the east side of the Rio Grande, ata ford twenty miles 
above his encampment. Early on the following morning he despatched Captains 
Thornton and Hardee, of the 2nd regiment of dragoons, with a detachment of 65 men, 
to examine the country above theencampment. They fellin with what was con- 
sidered to be a scouting party of the enemy, but which proved to be an advanced 
guard of a very strong body of the enemy. Two thousand five hundred Mexicans 
have actually crossed the Rio Grande, and taken up a position in a dense cha- 
parra, (a wood composed principally of prickly pear, and almost impassable) im- 
mediate'y in the rear of General Taylor, and between him and his depet of provisions 
and munitions of war at Port Isabel! The enemy on both sides of the river, it was 
said, did not number fewer than 7,000—possibly 12,000! while General Tay!or's whole 
command consisted of about 2,400!! The American army was therefore placed in a most 
dangerous position, as it would be utterly impossible for General Taylor, with the 
limited number of men under his command, to force his way through the strong posts 

















oftheenemy. 1 principal officers known to be in command of the Mexican forces, 
are Generals Arista, Ampudia, Mejia, and Canales; Colonels Caraseo and ( arajabal ; 
all men of talent. It is said that the Mexican army is accompanied by French, Eng- 
lish, and other artillerymen.” 

| The New York Courier and Enquirer says :— 

The reader, to understand General Taylor's position, must bear in mind that 
point Isabel is on the Gulf of Mexico, and about thirty miles north of the R

There werethen ab 50 men 
at that post, who could be depended upon. The armament consisted of two 18-pounders, 
nine 6-pounders, and every man had a musket. The point was surrounded by a ditch 

four feet deep, and six feet wide. They were digging entrenchments. Point Isabel 


was completely cut off from the army, having had no communication with them for 
two days. The guides started from the point for the camp, but were compelled to re 
turn. The very latest advices left no doubt that General Taylor was completely sur

fue FRENCH IN Cnina.—A private letter from Macao, dated the 25th Jan- 
uary last, statesthat the French Rear Admiral Cecille had advanced as far as 
Malacca, and the eastern regions of the kingdom of Siam. Rear Admiral Cecille 
found the English already established at Bangkok, and in regular traffic with the 
natives. He is of opinion that commercial relations are carried on with less 
difficulty between Europeans and the natives in the kingdom of Siam than in 
any other part of the Celestial empire. The admiral spoke in high terms of the 
kind reception he met with from the governor of Bangkok, with whom he ex- 
changed presents. 

Anti-Macuinr Riots In Franck.—Alarming riots took place on Saturday 
last k:lbeuf, a town situated on the Seine, a few miles from Rouen. <A new 
machine to facilitate the picking of wool had been introduced into the factory of 
M. Droux; and some women and children having been, in consequence, thrown 
out of work, a feeling of dissatisfaction arose among the whole of the working 
population, and the excitement at length arrived at such a pitch that an attack 
was made upon the establishment of M. Droux, for the purpose of destroying 
the obnoxious machine. The efforts of the national guard against the rioters 
were by no means efficacious, and had not a detachment of troops of the line 
arrived timely from Rouen, the consequences might have been very serious 
The mob was put to flight without loss of life, and 17 of the ringleaders wer 
arrested.

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COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES., 

Tue Sucar Trape.—During the recent influx of shipping at the 
several dock establishments of the port of London, alarge number of 
the vessels consisted of East Indiamen, and also ships from the Mau- 
ritius, and the quantities of sugar (in bags) brought to and housed in 
the docks, out of the vessels alluded to, have been very extensive. 
Some idea may be formed of the correctness of this remark, when 
we state that at the East India Docks alone, since the commence- 
ment of the month of April ultimo, there have been landed and ware- 
housed between 60,000 and 70,000 bags of sugar of the finer descrip- 
tion and best quality. The quantities imported into and housed at 
the other docks have been in a proportionate degree not less exten- 
sive or important. The mention of this is of interest and importance | 
at the present time, when the rumoured or actual insufficiency of the 
crops, and the supply of sugar for consumption in the country, is | 
made matter of particular remark, and the general questions of the 
importation of and the duties leviable on sugar are on the eve of con- 
sideration by the Legislature.— Times. 

Timber ‘Trape.— The commissioners of the Customs have received 
a letter from Mr Cardwell, to the effect that the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Privy Council for Trade having transmitted to the Treasury 
Board the commissioners’ report on the memorials from the timber 
merchants and ship-builders of Newcastle, and from the merchants of 
Sunderland, relative to the duty on log-ends, he had been directed 
by their lordships of the treasury to acquaint the board that their 
lordships have approved of their suggestion, that all sawn or hewn 
timber, wood, plank, or thick stuff, of eight inches or upwards on the 
smallest side, not being wood planed, or otherwise dressed or prepared 
for use, may be deemed hewn, and charged with the duty payable on | 
that description of timber accordingly. This order of the Treasury 
has been made general, and communicated to the principal officers of | 
the revenue at the portof London, and the collectors and comptrol- | 
lers at every outport throughout the United Kingdom, aud is of 
great importance to’importers and dealers in wood yoods generally. 

Great Pemrine Orerations.—In July, 1843, the working of the 
Pendleton Colliery, said to be the finest and deepest pit within 100 | 
miles of Manchester, was stopped by a great influx of water. ‘The pit 
hud been accustomed to supply 1,000 tons a day to the Manchester 
market. Pumping engines of 400-horse power were erected in 1844, 
which, aided by other engines, continued to work night and day, till 
the 24th of December last. ‘They raised, during the twelve months, 
from 3,000 to 3,500 gallons of water a minute, and, in the whole, no 
less than 157,680,000 yallons. By the end of last year, the water was | 
so far reduced as to enable the workmen to commence operations, | 
which have prevented the further influx of water. ‘The level of the | 
water is now 350 yards below the surface, and the coal 100 yards be- 
low the water. It is expected, however, that the higher coal will be 
reached in June or July, and that the whole of the workings may be 
resumed about Michaelmas. ‘The loss from the influx of the water | 
was estimated at 50,0001,— Newcastle Advertiser. 

Boxpep Goovs.—For the purpose of facilitating the views and 
interests of merchants having goods housed under bond at the dock 
establishments and other places of special security, permission is 
given, on a request being made to that effect to the warchouse autho- 
rities, fur packages of merchandise to be removed from the place of 
deposit to a warehouse floor, or compartment, set apart exclusively | 
for the purpose of shipment as stores. This has been found to be a 
very great convenience to trade, but for a very considerabie time it 
was required, as the condition of this privilege being availed ol, that 
when once a package was so removed and repacked the entire 
contents of the original package should be disposed of as stores, and 

| for no other purpose, which was found extremely inconvenient: and 
| the matter having been urgently represented in several special in- 
stances, permission has been granted for the surplus portions of the 
goods, whatever they be, remaining in the package after the neces- 
sary or required quantity had been subtracted tor the purpose of 
repicking as stores to be cleared for home consumption, on payment 
of the proper duties due thereon. At the uptown warehouses, as they 
are called, devoted exclusively to the housing of tea, no objection | 


















































has existed to this privilege being granted, as that article is 
invariably required in smaller quantities for ships’ stores 
than the usual sized chests in which the tea is imported, 


especially for ships proceeding on short voyages and having 


«a limited number of passengers or crew on board; but 
as the repacking floors at the dock establishments are not 


devoted exclusively to any particular article, but made available for | 
repacking goods generally and indiscriminately, the privilege has, in | 
any instances, been demurred to, and has caused much inconvenience 
to the parties and owners of the goods, especially in instances in 
which their business offered but small demand for the supply of stores 
in bond, and the goods remained on their hands. A recent memorial 
of a merchant has drawn the especial attention of the authorities to 
the suljject, and it being their wish and intention to afford every pos- 
sible facility (o trade and the interests of merchants, consistently with 
a due regard to the protection of the revenue, and being of opinion that 
there appears no material or reasonable objection to a compliance with | 
the request asa gencral measure, have issued orders to theseveral depart- 
ments that in future, on the removalafa package of any description of 
merchandise from the bonded warehouse to the repacking floor, 
for the purpose of being repacked or divided, and a portion of it 
shipped either for exportation or as ship's stores, the ullage or sur- 
plus quantity remaining in the original package may be cleared for 
home consumption, if the party wish it, on payment of the duty, ona 
notice to that effect being given to the officers of the warehousing de- 
partment, and without special application in each case being made 
to the commissioners on the subject. This decision will be a great 
boon to parties having merchandise lying in bond, w hich they wish 
to appropriate in the manner described, as it will effectually remove 
the inconvenience complained of, and to whom it is of considerable 
interest and importance.

The tribute | 
rice, amounting to above 4,500,000 shih, is one million short this 
season, in consequence of failures of the crops. ‘To this must be 
added the whole amount remitted before 1840. From 1841 to the 
present time, the deficits are 2,300,000 shih. All this must be made | 
good; and farther contributions will be considered as_ patriotic | 
gifts.’ ‘The Emperor has signified his approval ofthe plan. The | 
cause of the dearth is the failure of the crops in the neighbourhood | 
of Peking, in which districts the farmers have been unable to raise 
sufficient grain for the support of their families. When it is con- 
sidered that the Mantchoos and Moguls in the service of the present 
dynasty are supplied from the government magazines, and that the 
surrounding populace are generally dependent on the court for sub- | 
sistence, it will be at once perceived that if there is not sufficient for | 
the support even of the army, the misery in such a crowded capital 
will be extreme.—China Mail.

great increase of public deposits, which speaks to large receipts on 
account of the revenue, The increase of bullion also continues large, 
and will be still more added to in the next accounts by a sum of about 
100,000/, which arrived in the Magnet, on Saturday last, from Rus. 
| sia. This remittance, which is chiefly to pay dividends due in the 
| month of September neat, and another large sum transmitted to 
Hamburgh, form part of the produce of the mines and washings in 
Siberia and the Oural mountains. The increased prvduction of gold 
in Russia, as we had occasion recently to remark, begins to excite 
much attention. Some parties have been disposed to attribute 
the large quantity of bullion held by the Bank for some time past 
| to the fact of these increased supplies; while others are disposed 
to think that prices of other commodities have been permanently 
and nominally cheapened by the increased supply of gold. We 
have many good reasons to believe, that to whatever extent the pro- 
duction of gold may have increased, the consumption for the ordiuary 
uses of the metal has increased equally fast. Ina recent article we 
stated some of our reasons for arriving at this conclusion, and further 
reflection supports us in the same views. Nor do we think the large 
quantity of bullion held by the bank has any connection with these 
supplies. We are rather disposed to believe that an economy in the 
circulation of coin throughout the country, caused by the extension of 
banks and their branches, and the general adoption of the use of che- 
ques in making payments instead of notes and coin, have mainly con- 
tributed during the last four years to the Jarge and apparently perma- 
nent stock of bullion in the bank. These are, however, points of 
great interest to investigate, which will form subjects for discussion 
in our forthcoming series of articles on banking and currency. 

Greater confidence has been apparent during the week than for some 
time past. The greater certainty of the corn bill being carried, pro- 
duced, in the early part of the week, a considerable increase of confi- 
dence. ‘The funds, in consequence, rose; and, at one time, consols 
for the new account touched 97}. To-day, however, the large divi- 
sion in the Ilouse of Lords on the corn bill has been entirely neutra- 
lized by the accounts from America, ‘The feeling in the city has 
been dull and uneasy, and consols have fallen to 963 {. 

The exchanges on Hamburgh and some other points have been 
dull. There has been a general want of bills in proportion to the de- 
mand ; and, consequently, rates have been higher. 

The rate of interest during the week, notwithstanding the better 
feeling which has prevailed, did not give way. On the contrary, 
there was rather a tendency to an improvement. <A strong and 
legitimate demand seems to exist for money. It may rather be 
expected that the rate of interest will improve than decline, 
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The accounts from some parts of the continent, and especially from 
Hamburgh and Holland, show a still greater scarcity of money and 
an improving demand. ‘The rate of interest at Hamburgh had risen 
by the last post to five percent. In Holland the bank rate remained 
the same, four per cent, but out of the bank money was worth con- 
siderably more. 

_ Money in Belgium also maintains its value. Our last letter men- 
tions as now being certain, the extension of the act, by which the 
ports are open for grain, from the Ist of June to the Ist of October, 
which has in some measure relieved the anxieties which existed as 
to a probable scarcity before harvest.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 
TuE sessional order meetings still continue, but, from the general 
uniformity of their proceedings, attract but little interest. 

A meeting of the Croypon Company was held on Monday, at which 
the bills for amalgamating with the London and Brighton Company 
—for making a branch to Depttord, with a wet dock —and for making 
an extension from the Epsom line to Dorking—were all again ap- 
proved of. It was explained that some delay had occurred with the 
first bill, in consequence of the appointment of the committee on 
amalgamations, but that it was now expected to pass quickly through 
its various stages, there being no opposition to it; that the preamble 
of the second bill had been proved, with the omission of the dock, but 
that arrangements have been made with the dock company, which 
will insure all the accommodation required; and that the last 
has been projected, lest the Portsmouth bill should fail. At the close 
of the regular business, Mr Samuda entered into an explanation of 
the working of the atmospheric system, in answer to reports which 
have gained currency through the press, and in the committees of 
the House of Commons. He said that the trains had been increased 
from 32 to 39 a day, in consequence of the increase of traffic 
rendering the trains too heavy—an alteration which had proved most 
satisfactory. He had stated in his last report to the proprietors, that 
many interruptions had taken place in the working, which he would 
be ultimately enabled to overcome. The regularity of the trains 
was now much increased, but irregularities occasionally occurred from 
a difficulty in getting a train over the viaduct without it was at full 
speed, when it was carried over by the momentum. The cause of 
this was that the diameter of the tube was too small to draw them 
over from a state of rest, but that he proposed to remedy by a mecha- 
nical contrivance, which, when completed, he had no doubt, would work 
satisfactorily. He then entered into along detail to disprove the asser- 
tion, that the cost of working the line was 2s 10d per mile, and stated 
that, from a comparison he had made with the cost of working by 
locomotives, as shown in their last six months’ accounts, he found, 
notwithstanding all the disadvantages they laboured under from the

weight of the trains, the engines not being constructed on that eco- 
nomical principle he hoped soon they would be, and from their only 
being able to work a portion of the line, from its incompleteness, on 
the atmospheric system, that the actual sum expended in working 
was 22 per cent less per mile on analagous items than by the locomo- 
tive. ‘The present cost he stated to be about 9d and a fraction per 
train per mile; and he trusted, when all his improvements were 
made, to reduce it to about 6d per mile. He also stated that the line 
had fully realised all that was anticipated from it in regard to 
increased speed as compared with the locomotive. ‘The Epsom 
line, the chairman stated, would be opened in the course of the 
autumn, it now only waiting for the engines. 

The Great WestERN Company have met and assented to bills for 
authorising certain alterations in the line of the Monmouth and Here- 
ford Railway found practicable on a more careful survey—for mak- 
ing a branch railway from Worcester to Porth-dyn-llaen on the broad 
gauge—for making the Exeter Great Western Railway, and for im- 
proving the West London andRailway extending it to the Thames. 
In the course of the proceedings the chairman said the directors 
would not recommend the construction of the Worcester and Porth- 
dyn-llaen line, if they were not allowed to make it on the broad 
gauge, and that even if they got the bill it would not be made till 
they had the fullest and most ample assurances that the harbour 
would be improved, either by the Government or some other party. 
The bills for making the Hungerford branch from the Berks and 
Hants Railway to. Westbury, on the Wilts, Somerset, and Weymouth 
line, and for making branches to Staines, 'wickenham, and Henly, also 
stood for consideration, but having failed on the standing orders, no 
resolutions were offered respecting them. 

A special meeting has been held of the Lrverroor and Bury Com- 
pany, at which the bills for making branches from the line have been 
unanimously approved. On the bill for the amalgamation with the 
Manchester and Leeds company being brought forward, Mr Holland 
opposed it on the ground that the Leeds company was only a 6} per 
cent line, while it claimed to be an 8 per cent line; and when their 
capital was called up, there would probably be one per cent less than 
6} to receive. He therefore considered the Liverpool and Bury di- 
rectors had made a bad bargain, and moved a direct negative to the 
amalgamation, leaving them open to meet the Leedscompany on fair 
and equitable terms. After some discussion, the motion was put, and 
lost by a majority of 24 to 17. A poll was then demanded ; but the 
opponents of the amalgamation leaving the room without voting, 
8,418 shares, representing 3,879 votes, were recorded for the bill, and 
none agatnst it. 

The Granp Juxction Company met on Tuesday, and agreed to 
various bills for making branch lines, and to the bills for amalga- 
mating the London and Biamingham, Grand Junction, and Man- 
chester and Birmingham Railways, and for vesting the North 
Union Railway in the Grand Junction and Manchester aud Leeds 
Companies. 

The MipLanp Great WesTERN of IrELAND Company have agreed 
to proceed with the Longford deviation bill, the Liffey branch bill, 
and the bill for constructing a line from Mullingar to Athlone. This 
line was originally intended to proceed from Mullingar to Galway ; 
but having been curtailed in the House of Lords, the capital is to be 
reduced from 4,000,000/ to 280,0002, 

At a meeting of the Lancaster and Carlisle company, a bill to 
enable the company to extend and enlarge their station, and to 
amalgamate with the Lancaster and Preston Junction Railway was 
agreed to. 

The WurtrenaAven and Furness, and Lonponperry and Ennits- 
KILLEN Companies have agreed to proceed with the bills for amend- 
ing their acts. 

the Oxrorp, Worcester, and Wo.ivernamprtTon Company have 
approved of the bill for amending their act of last session. 

The Louvarin and JEmMarre Company have held their first meet- 
ing, and a very favourable report having been received from the 
directors, who expressed their opinion that with every call beyond 
the next they will be enabled to announce the opening of the line in 
part, by which an early return may be expected, it was resolved to 
pay interest at the rate of 4 per cent on and after the 9th of June. 
‘The receipts of the company have been 159,882/ 17s, and the expendi- 
ture 65,725/ 9s, leaving a balance of 94,097/ 8s. 

On Monday, Earl Fitzwilliam asked, in the House of Lords, whe- 
ther, the sessional orders having failed, the min!sters were prepared 
to adopt any further steps with a view to “thinning” the railways. 
He recommended that the third reading of every railway bill brought 
up to their lordships’ house should be suspended, till the whole of 
them were before them, with the view of taking all of them into 
consideration at one time, and selecting such as might seem the most 
desirable to pass; and gave notice of his intention to bring the sub- 
ject before the house, after the recess. The Duke of Wellington said 
he was not able to give any answer to the question, but he would 
communicate the notice to the noble lord at the head of the Home 
department.
